Ons of ths serious matters which 
face ths French government Is ths 
vast amount of French capital which 
haa left that country In ths last few 
year* and continue* to do so. The last 
returns of the government havings 
(tanks show nn excess of 82.00rt.0U0 
francs In the withdrawals over the de- 
prgdfa. Much of This has gone to Eng' 
land, some to thla country and a very 
considerable ftart to German rentes? It 
Is this withdrawal of capital to which 
the fall In French rentes msy he at¬ 
tributed rather than to the controversy 
between the ctTnreh and state, which 
hhs generally been, regarded as the 
cause. The caused of the withdrawal 
of the capital are several. One Impor¬ 
tant one la the Impending Income tax. 
The feeling Is that If the ftoclallsta con¬ 
tinue to grow In power they will not he 
satisfied with the Income tax. bnt will 
demand further Imposts on the revenue 
from private investments.
